HANGS HIMSELF 


Capt. G. E. Townsend’s Body Found 
by His Wife Hanging in an 
Abandoned Stable.

CRAZED BY PAIN OF CANCER 


He Was in Steamboat Service on Mis- 
sissippi and Missouri Rivers and 
Knew Latter Perfectly. 


Crazed by intense pain resulting from a 
cancer on his face, Capt. George E. 
Townsend, a former steamboat pilot, 70 
years old, hanged himself early Friday 
morning in the stable of his home, 1714 
North Taylor avenue. 

Capt. Townsend suffered acutely for the 
last four months. The growth was so large 
as to prevent his eating solid food, and 
for ten weeks he wasted away. 

Friday morning he paced the floor until 
4 o’olock. Then he told his wife, who was 
sitting up with him, to go to bed. He said 
the cancer felt as though it it were a knife 
cutting his throat, 

At § o’clock, when Mrs. Townsend and 
her daughters awoke, they missed him. 
They immediately searched the house and 
yard, 

Mrs. Townsend found her husband's body 
hanging ‘from a rafter in the unused stable, 
and her screams brought out the two 
daughters. 

Capt. Townsend had taken the white 
spread from his bed and put it over his 
head, using an old cow-rope for the noose. 
He stood on a soapbox and fastened the 
rope to a rafter, then kicked away the 
box. His skill at tying knots and handling 
ropes had made his work certain. ' 

The cancer with which Capt. Townsend 
suffered was the result of an accident 
in December, 1901. Capt. Townsend was 
Ill.

TO NORTHERN MERGER SUIT

WASHINGTON, June 2%—The war de- 
partment has not officially placed the Mer- 
chants’ bridge case in the hands of the 
department of justice, therefore the gov- 
ernment’s legal advisers are chary of ex- 
pressing opinions. ’ 

“At first glance,” said one of the assist- 


| ant secretaries this morning, ‘‘it seems to 


be that there are two big propositions in- 
volved. The first concerns the franchise 
of the Merchants’ bridge. 

“The authorization for this structure is 
80 clear and simple that there is no mis- 
taking the meaning or intent of the law. 
If the property and the franchise is now 
owned by those interested in other bridges 
then it’s the duty of the government to 
proceéd ainst the owners. 

“I would like to say that the secretary 
of war will ask to disposses the present 
owners and give the structure to the United 
States. I do not know that the proceedings 
would take the form of forcing independent 
and legal ownership and seeing that such 
a status was maintained. 

‘“‘We will require full information before 
we could pass upon the question. It is 
clearly the duty of the government to look 
after the matter and not leave it to private 
litigation. 

“As to the bigger proposition which is 
involved in the state department of that 
giant terminal monopoyy it involves an- 
other kind of a fight. am not sure that 
the government would object to one owner- 
a of landing facilities. 

‘The city of New York has a monopoly 
of the docking facilities, and the govern- 
ment has never contested, 60 far as Known. 
“But when a corporation doing an Iinter- 
state business assumes a monopo y of river 
san) or when control over a large and 
essential proportion of these landings 
causes the power thus acquired to aid in 
inforcing a general monopoly, then the 
roposition becomes identical with the 
Yorthern Securities case. I am not quite 
familiar with the Terminal proposition, but 
it seems aparent that one corporation con- 
trols ee terminal facilities of 14 railroads 
of railroad bridges and ferries, thus having 
command over the interstate commerce 
business centering at St. Louis. 

“The Northern Securities Co. was de- 
clared illegal because it used like facilities 
to control the commerce of the great north- 
west. This is exactly the same kind of con- 
apiracy to restrain trade. I know nothing 
a er the levees, or the tunnels. They may 
carry goo own legal roads. But I do know 
that if they are assembled to restrain trade 
they violate the Sherman act, and that the 
a will so dissolve the corporation using 
them. 

“The place to originate such a suit is in 
the United States court. The proceedings 
would be in the nature of an injunction. 
The first information should come to this 
department from the district attorney at 
St. Louts.’’

past IN DISPUTE 


Unremembered Heirs Have Com- 
menced Legal Proceedings Seek- 
ing Large Cash Estate. . 


BANKERS FAVOR NEITHER SIDE 


Eccentric Physician’s Will, Unfinished 
at Time of His Death in St. 
John’s Hospital, Leads to 
Dual Administration. 


Unremembered heirs of Dr. Francis 
Tumblety, who died in St. Louis on May 
28, 1908, have begun legal proceedings in 
New York to secure possession of a share 
of the estate. These heirs live in Rochester, 
N. Y., and they assert that Dr. Tumblety 
was a resident of that city. 

Public Administrator Garad Strode c* 
St. Louis, who was appointed administrator 
of the estate when the will was filed in the 
St. Louis Probate Court, contends that 
Dr. Tumblety had been a resident of this 
city for nearly 40 years. 

Dr. Tumblety left an estate of $138,000 
cash in the hands of Henry Clews & Co. 
of New York. On May 16, 198, he made his 
will bequeathing $45,000 to relatives, $20,000 
to Cardinal Gibbons and $10,000 to Arch- 
bishop Ireland. 

This left $63,000 to be disposed of, but be- 
fore Dr. Tumblety could make a codicil to 
the will he died in St. John’s Hospital. 
For two weeks he had been determining 
what disposition to make of the residue 
of the estate. 

As no executor was named in the will, 
Public Administrator Garrard Strode w 
appointed, and June 9, with his ott 
T. D. Cannon, went to New York 
mand the funds of Henry .Clews 
They declined to release the funds 
they had investigated. 

Later the Rochester heirs appeared be- 
fore Surrogate Thomas in New York and 
asked for a revocation of the papers 
which he had granted to Administrator 
Strode in his court. This motion will be 
heard on August 2. 

The Rochester hairs have also applied for 
administration papers on the ground that 
Dr. Tumblety was a resident of Roches- 
ter, and the surrogate of Monroe County, 
N. Y., has appointed Michael H. Fitzsim- 
mons temporary administrator. He also 
made a demand on Clews.& Co. for the 
money. Again the firm refused to pay 
without an investigation and Mr. Fitzsim- 
mons has brought a friendly suit against 
the firm to test the matter. 


The contention of Public Administrator 
Strode and his attorney is that Dr. Tum- 
blety left Rochester in 1863, and that in 
1865 his name = in the 8t. Louis 
directory. They also contend that he has 
been in St. Louis every year for nearly 
40 years.

Probably Will Ignore Jews’ Petition 
Which Roosevelt Promises 
to Transmit. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, June 2%.—The president 
of the United States will probably be hu- 
miliated by being ignored if he carries 
out his announced purpose of transmitting 
the petition of American Jews to the Czar 
of Russia for justice to their oppressed 
race in that country. 

At the White House conference, June 15, 
the Jews had made the point that the 
Czar was kept from a knowledge of the 
truth as to the condition of the Jews in 
his empire by the bureaucrats, who hedged 
him about on all sides, and they were sure 
that, if the President would only once as- 
sist them in laying their case before the 
Czar himself he would at once adopt 
measures to alleviate their condition. 

Thé President at that hearing promised 
to do what he could. It was at once per- 
ceived that to do what was asked involved 
the danger of a short reply and a dispoesi- 
tion developed to regard the full pubuicity 
which had been given to the White’ House 
conference as sufficient to meet the needs 
of the case; for it was assumed that tne 
Czar could not fail to see some of the 
newspaper comments and reports on this 
subject, 

The Jews, however, were not satisfied 
with this passive attitude and the President 
decided to adopt the bold course of sendin 


gs etition directly to the Czar tnroug 
the United States embassy at St. Fciers- 


burg. 

Officially, it is expected that this will be 
received, but privately it may be stated 
that there have been no lack of intima- 
tions from informed sources that the Czar 
will never be permitted to see the petition 
as the Russian prime minister will not 
receive it for transmission. 

In fact, it is realized that the Russian 
situation is gtill correctly described in the 
statement telegraphed from Washingtun on 
June 9, from which thig extract is taken: 

“Nor will it be possible for Russia to re- 
ceive any representations regarding the 
Kishineff incident from a foreign power. 
The Russian government takes the same 
position as that long held by the Amert- 
can government, nemeey. that it ref'‘ains 
from interfererce in the internal sffairs 
of another power and must insist on similar 
treatment for itself.”’ 

Shovld there be a refusal on the part of 
the Russian government to receive the 
Jewish petition, then, upon Mr. Riddle, the 
United States charge of the embassy at 
St. w eererare. will fall the mortification, 
for Ambassador McCormick has not yet 
returned to his we from his hasty visit 
to Chicago, and It is entirely possible that 
what happens at St. Petersburg when Mr. 
Riddle undertakes his disagreeable task 
may delay the ambassador's return to St. 
Petersburg indefinitely. Of course, in such 
case, Count Cassini, who is sailing a week 
from today for Russia, might make a car- 
respondingly long stay at home. 

Upon the -departure of Count Cassini, 
Theodore Hansen, the first secretary of the 
embassy, will act as charge d'affaires. He

will remain here unti) the latter part of 
July, when the embassy will be tempora- 
rarily established at Bar Harbor. 


BOGUS LORD HELD 


“Lieutenant-Colonel the Hon. F. Sey- 
mour Barrington’ Again Be- 
hind Iron Bars. 


Detectives Cordell and Schmidt, who 
caused the detention of ‘“‘Lord’’ F. Seymour 
Barrington because of the disappearance 
of James P. McCann, former owner of race 
horses, who has been missing since June 
18, applied for a warrant for Barrington 
Friday morning but Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney Dalton was unable to decide on 
what charge the warrant should be issued, 
and the detectives could not make a defi- 
nite charge.

‘Lord’ F. Seymour Barrington, one-time 
heiress hunter and more recently work- 
house prisoner, {is held at the Four Courts 
because of the disappearance of James P.

For the 
past month Barrington has been boarding 
at the home of McGann.

After McCann received the money he en- 
tered a carriage with the two men who 
attacked him, according to Barrington's 
story, and when the latter urged McCann 
not to go with the two men he was kicked 
into the gutter and left unconscious. 

About o'clock the next morning, Bar- 
rington says, he recovered consciousness. 

Barrington says that on the next day 
Mrs. McCann received a message from her 
husband, asking for $300. A few days later 
a letter was sent to Barrington in which 
McCann wrote that he would soon be home.

Czar Merciful to Finlanders.

POSTAL FRAUDS EXTENDING. 

No interest is strong enough to stop the postal investigation. 
So much is known that the postmaster-general, even though he 
wished to smother the inquiry, could not do so.

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AN OBJECT LESSON IN LONDON. 


A suggestive contrast between municipal and private own- 
ership of street railroads is afforded by the recent opening by 
the London County Council of a municipal tramway between 
Westminster and Tooting, a distance of five miles. 

North of the Thames the lines are privately owned and 
operated. The cars are described as “dirty, ill-lighted, inade- 
quate in number.” And the fares are the maximum of the last 
generation. 

South of the Thames the municipal service provides modern 
cars at rates as low as one cent for five miles. 

The Council has bought 84 of the 100 miles of tramway in 
London. Last year the municipal lines carried 120,000.000 pas- 
sengers at fares from | to 6 egnts; 45 per cent of the traffic 
was at | cent, 42 per cent at 2 cents and 13 per cent at higher 
figures. 

The lines paid expenses, besides setting aside $595,000 for the 
sinking fund and putting $350,000 in the treasury. 


Along with this economic advantage there is a humanitarian 
consideration which cannot be ignored. 


The private companies 
work their men 12 hours a day, seven days in the week. The 


city tramway employes work six days a week, ten hours a dav. 
We cannot argue from London to New York or St. Louis, 


but it is significant that wherever municipal ownership is tried 
it scores a success. 
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The surest evidence of Canada’s entrance upon a period of 
great progress is the determination of the Canadians to make 
in St. Louis next year the largest and most comprehensive dis- 
play they have ever attempted.

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AIMS OF GERMAN SOCIALISTS. 

In view of the enormous increase in the German Socialist 
vote, giving that+ party a possible 72 seats in the Reichstag, 
it is important that the aims of German Socialists should not 
be misunderstood. The present political program of the party 
is a modcrate one, from the American standpoint, including 
scarcely anything that has not already been won on the po- 
litical field here, such as universal suffrage, freedom of speech, 
equality before the law, separation of church and state, ete.

Judge Thomas R. Marcum, Brother of 
Jackson Victim, Stranded in 
St. Louis. 


Judge Thomas R. Marcum of Muskogee, 
I..T.. who has been a prominent figure !n 
the feudist troubles at Jackson, Ky., f0l- 
lowing the assassination of his brother, J. 
bs. Marcum, spent Thursday evening in St. 
Louis trying to find a way to continue his 
trip to his home. 

He told the passenger agent and at- 
tecches at Union Btation that he had been 
driven out of Jackson, and pointed to his 
torn clothes as evidence of the rough han- 
dling he had received. He had neither 
money nor baggege, the latter, he said, 
having been left in the hotel at Jackson in 
the hurry of his flight. 


He displayed letters and papers to 
prove his identity, and also carried a 
checkbook on a Muskogee bank. 

He was nervous and highly excited, 
talkine of his experiences in Kentucky 
in disjointed sentences. He seemed un- 
able to give a connected story of his 
visit to Jackson. 

Dispatches from Lexington and Louis- 
ville say that Judge Marcum left Jack- 
son with the troops a week ago, and has 
been in Lexington and Louisville since. 

He stayed about T’nion Station until 
late Thursday night and then disap- 
peared. He did not return Friday morn- 
ng, and no one saw him board a train. 

udge Marcum went to Kentucky soon 
after the assussination of his brother at 
Jackson. He announced that he should 
aid in the prosecution of his brother's 
assassins, and while there assisted at 
the trials of Jett and White. 

He is a judge of the territorial court 
at Muskogee. He is older than his broth- 
er who was «killed, being abcut 50. He 
lived for many years in Kentucky, and 
was active in the feudal troubles there 
durine their height.

On the open place before the Cserda will 
be given the “‘Csardas,’’ or Hungarian na- 
tional dance. Men and women in garments 
of bright cotor will join in the dance. The 
native Magyar peasant is never without 
two things, his pipe and his ‘“debrecen 
a sort of canteen. The peasant’s 
pipe is a long-stemmed affair with a china 
bowl! and cord ani tassels for ornamenta- 
tion. When not using his pipe the man 
sticks it down the leg of his high boot, 
which is always worn. The “debrecen ku- 
acs” is slung over the shoulder by a 
strup, and in it the peasant carries his 
supply of wine when on a journey or in 
the fields tending his herds. 

There will be a_ striking exhibition of 
hersemen, Magyar Csikos they are called, 
on fine mounts clad in regalia, carrying 
native weapons somewhat like ancient 
battie axes. These axes are steel-headed 
with handies, about four and one-half feet 
long and the Magyars wield them with 
great force. 

The Petofl society is an organization of 
recent formation. Its members number 
about one hundred. There are 3000 persons 
of Hungarian birth and descent accord- 
ing to the estimate of President Schwartz. 

The society is named after Sandor Petofi, 
the famous Hungarian poet and patriot, 
etofl, born in 1822, wrote many pairtotic 
sess Which were extremeiv popular, na 
ee an influence in exc‘ting the rec- 
Gidtiin of 1848, by whicn the Austrian 
p-» Wer was overthrown.
